The 
Foraker act determined the right of the 
I'oito Iticans as "citizens of Porto Iti- 
Cd" to the protection of the United 
States government. It IK now held tLai i 
the Spoouer law conveys the same i 
privilege to the inhabitants of the Phil- 
ippines. 


The United States statutes prohibit 


the i^sue of pabsports to any but Amer- 
ican citizens. But these later acts— 
the Foraker act and the Spoouer act— 
iuipo.se obligations in their turn which 
mny be regarded as qualifying the 
original act and may enable the gov- 
ernment to avoid a decision upon the 
question of the American citizenship 
of the islanders. At any rate, the cir- 
cular instructions now in formulat'on 
which will be SCUT out to all United 
States diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives will direct them to IPPUO not 
certificates, but genuine American pass- 
ports to the islanders.

The only coast provinces to 
be omitted are Infanta and Principe. 


In the meanwhile Commissioners 


Worcester and Moses will proceed over 
the new government road to Reugtiet, 
Bontoc find Lcpanto, cross the country 
and join the others. On their way they 
will prepare distinct governments in 
Bontoc and Lepnnto. The commission 
will reach Manila .Time '2(1 If the ad- 
ministration's approval of the general 
government scheme is then received, 
the government will be inaugurated 
July 1.

investors. 
Interested deeply in the 


company, and, in fact, one of the prin- 
cipal capitalists in it, is a man who is 
one of the officials of the Bath Iron 
works at Bath, Me., but whose name is 
withheld at this time. 


The land optioned consists of from 


55 to ot) acres on the river front in the 
heart of Chester. It has a water front 
of about 2.400 feet-and is at present 
clear of obstructions. 
The depth of 


water in front of the property is from 
20 to '25 feet on the bulkhead line, so 
that large vessels can easily be docked 
there. It is said the formation of this 
new concern will mean the consolida- 
tion of. or at least the establishment ol 
harmonious relations with, the Wether- 
ill Engine Building company and the 
plate and steel industries of Chester.

the number of 500 or OOU indulged in a 
riot and wrecked on** of the many 
drinking places just outside the Pre- 
sidio reservation. 


There are many conflicting stories as 


to the origin of the trouble. The sol- 
diers of the Forty-sixth volunteer in- 
i'aiitry had been mustered out of SCTV- 
ic-e. and the men had been gii^en their 
iisehargf s anil pay. Most of them had 
it-voral hundred dollars coming to them, 
and they did considerable drinking in 
iho Tresidio resorts. 


A man of the name of Morgan of the 


Torty-sixth was found unconscious in 
front of Mrs. Powers' saloon. Two oi 
.Morgan's companions took him to camp 
for treatment. The doc-tor-pronounced 
it a case whore drugs had been admin- 
istered. The news sp'-ead rapidly about 
the camp, and soon there were a dozen 
or more men running to Mrs. Powers' 
saloon. They demanded reparation for 
the drugging of their comrade, bnt any 
knowledge of the affair was denied. 
Two or three men lounging about the 
place sided In with the woman and 
ordered the soldiers from the premises. 
Thoy went back for re-enforcements 
and spread the leport that two of theh 
companions had been killed in this sa- 
loon. 


The Saloon Then Wrecked. 


A mob made up of members of the 


Forty-fifru and Forty-sixth regiments 
then rushed pelhr.ell through the Pre- 
sidio gates to the saloon, which was en 
tirely wrecked. 


The place caught fire from the over 


turned lamps. One of the bartenders 
Avas severely beaten and cut. 
There 


were threats to lynch him when a 
squadron of cavalry and provost guard 
of GO men from the Forty-fifth arrived 
and rescued him. ' 


The efforts of the cavalry and guard 


to disperse* the crowd were futile until 
the fire department turned the hose tip- 
on them. This and the entire guard oi 
the post helped to restore order. 


A careful investigation of the report 


that some of the soldiers had died from 
drugged liquor proved that such was 
not the case. 
Morgan of the Forty 


sixth regiment was the only man whom 
it is thought might have been the vic- 
tim of a drug. 


An investigation of the riot will be 


made by -£he police and military offi- 
cials.'

Bnlty'« Accidents. 


In a hook upon "baby's accidents" we 


find some useful notes on first aid ia 
cases of burns and scalds, bruises, dislo- 
cations, - cnts, etc. Burns and scalds, it 
seems, are such common accidents among 
children, especially among the poorer 
classes, that about'3,000 lives are lost ev- 
ery year from these causes. 


"Should a child's clothes catch fire 


smother with anything handy," says Mrs. 
•He'wer—"your own dress if nothing bet- 
ter offers. Never wait and call for help, 
and never carry the child elsewhere till 
every particle of flame has been extin- 
guished. 
ScaWs and burns produce an 


alarming amount of shock and prostra- 
tion, especially if the surface involved be 
large. While waiting for a doctor cover 
up the affected part with soft rags dipped 
in sweet oil and give the child some 
brandy." 


We are further told that in the case cf 


slight scalds or scorches a mixture of 
equal parts of collodion and castor oil 
well mixed together and applied with a 
soft paint brush will allay the pain at 
once. A solution of bicarbonate of soda 
made as strong as possible and applied 
•with soft rags will also qnickly give re- 
lief. 


If the part' he only scorched, fine flour 


or whiting may be dusted on and covered 
with cotton-wool If, however, the skin 
be really burned, an oily or greasy applica- 
tion will be the best. An ointment of 
vaseline and eucalyptus oil or "one of bo- 
racic acid and lard or oil and limewater 
spread on strips of lint or linen should 
be applied to the affected part, covered 
by a layer of cotton wool and kept in po- 
sition by bandages. 


As a remedy for bruises Mrs. Hewer 


advocates a little spirit lotion of eau de 
cologne and a plentiful supply of grease 
to lessen the discoloration. 


Her advice on concession should be laid 


to heart by those who have the care of 
children. "In case of concussion," she 
says, "even if slight, put the child to bed, 
darken the room and keep everything 
quiet Feed the child very lightly and, if 
necessary, give a little castor oil. Quiet 
and sleep are what the child needs. It is 
impossible to predict with certainty how 
such a case may end, and a doctor should 
always be called in." • 


Children often wound themselves with 


knives and scissors. Mrs. Hewer's ad- 
vice in such cases Is to apply a small 
piece of lint to the wound and -keep it on 
until healing has set in. "In the case oZ 
deep wounds where the bleeding will not 
stop put on a piece of lint and bind up 
very tightly with a long strip of rag, used 
as a bandage, and the bleeding will prob- 
ably not .recur. But the bandage should 
be loosened in a few hours, or tho part 
may'mortify from the pressure employ- 
ed." 
.^ 


Cnrd* During Illnesa. 


When tlJe fact of the illness of a f-riend 


or acquaintance becomes known, those on 
calling Terms feel it incumbent upon them 
to maie personal inquiries respecting the 
condition of the invalid. They therefore 
leave-cards without delay with "To in- 
quire" .written =upon them. Married la- 
dies, leave one of their own cards and oc- 
casionally one of their husbands' cards, 
but not unless an invalid is a personal 
friend of the husbands as well as of the 
wives in question. In the case of a grave 
illness lasting some weeks it is usual to 
leave cards, say, twice during its course, 
as regards acquaintances; intimate friends 
would naturally call more frequently. 
When, the invalid is a daughter of the 
lady called upon, married ladies only 
leave their own cards, and not their hus- 
bands' cards. 


Cards of inquiry during illness should 


be left in person, -that inquiries may be 
made on the occasion of so doing; also 
they could be sent by a servant instructed 
to make inquiries. But these cards should 
not be sent by post, as they would fail of 
their purpose in that case, the object be- 
ing to ascertain the progress of an invalid 
toward recovery. 
On the other haud, 


cards of sympathy may be seat by post 
it distance prevents their being left ia 
person or by a servant, as the object is to 
convey sympathy, and not to make inqui- 
ries. 


How the above cards should be ac- 


knowledged is the other side of the sub- 
ject. In former days inquiries received 
during illness were responded to by call- 


' ing oa the inquirer when sufficiently re- 


covered to do so. But as change of air is 
generally prescribed to complete conva- 
lescence, whatever the nature of an ill- 
ness may have been, it is considered pref- 
irabte not to postpone acknowledgments 
until so distant a date. Therefore, cards 
of thanks for kind inquiries are left by a 
member of an invalid's family or sent by 
a servant as soon as the recovery is as- 
sured. "Many thanks for kind inquiries' 
is written at the top of ladies' visiting 
cards. The cards of the husbands are 
not sent on these occasions. 


Concerning the 
acknowledgment 
oi 


cards of sympathy and condolence and 
also letters of the same, it is usual to do 
this as soon after a funeral has taken 
place as possible.—Philadelphia Ledger.

The meth- 
od as given of adding tho other ingre- 
dients should be closely adhered to. Tinc- 
tures and extracts are invariably added 
at the last, when the mixture has slight- 
ly cooled, and drop by drop or at least 
very slowly.

It whitens, softens and dis- 
solves coloring matter when carefully 
combined with other agents, such as 
rose, elder flower or orange water. It is 
very injurious used in concentrated form, 
as it burns, parches and yellows the skin. 


Fats are the basis of all cold creams. 


Wax and spermaceti are often added to 
give requisite firmness, but possess no in- 
trinsic value. They are inclined to clog 
the pores. Perfumes, aside from being 
agreeable additions, possess antiseptic 
qualities and prevent the oils from bein^ 
rancid.—Stella.

There is one sweet that mediocrity nev- 


er tastes. Soon or late-ability comes by 
its own. Columbus climbs to the deck in 
the gray dawu, and his heart leaps at the 
cry of "Land!" If mediocrity be without 
tragedies, it is also without ecstasies. 


Certainly, ability is too often a handi-

then drifted astem. Two of tbe steam- 
ship's port plates were punctured, and 
her fore peak quickly filled with water.

A lifeboat was lowered from the 


Ohio, and a small boat containing a 
young sailor was picked up. No signs 
of wreckage were discovered. 
The 


sailor, whoso name was Paiilsen, said 
tliat the bark keeled over and tilled 
immediately aud that he believed that 
tbe remainder of the crew, 14 men, had 
gone down with the bark. They have 
not been heard from. 


The steamship Amies from this city 


arrived at Cape Haitian on May ^4 
and reported tbat on May 23 she had 
siglited the steamship Tiler ashore ou 
Castle island. A good portion of her 
cargo of bananas bad beeu jettisoned. 
From Vineyard Haven comes tbe re- 
port that on May 10, UO miles northeast 
oi Cape Cod, a British schooner had 
40.000 laths washed overboard in a se- 
vere easterly gale. On May 23 a cable 
dispatch was received from Monte- 
video saying that tbe French bark 
France, from Shields, had been passed 
iu uiidocean abandoned. There was a 
collision in. the Elbe on May 24 be- 
tweeu tbe Hamburg-American liner 
Fuerst Bismarck and tbe German 
steamship Reichstag. The Reichstag 
was very seriously damaged aud was 
obliged to put back to Hamburg. 


The schooner Hazel B. Moshcr, with 


a cargo of fish, ran ashore on Sugar is- 
land, off Port Felix, N. S., ou May 2i! 
aud was a totnl wreck. The Norwegian 
steamship Hortla was towed into San 
Francisco on May 21 leaking bnTTIy. 
Sho had struck some obstruction near 
Ackanil island. A heavy pale blowing 
from east-southeast struck tlie schoou- 
cr Emeline F. Sawyer oil May ID, 75 
miles soutbwe.st of Mount Desert rock, 
and a part of her deck load of lumber 
was washed overboard. . Rudder head, 
jlbstays and fore rigging were carried 
away, aud the vessel sprung a leak. 
The schooner uuide Vineyard Haven 
safely, however. These are only some 
oi' the most serious of the disasters.
